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that glorious and comprehensive Vision given to Joseph Smith and 
Sidney Rigdon, and recorded in Sec. Ixxvi. of the Doctrine and Cove- 
nants, the following passages may be found in reference to the “sons of per- 
dition,” for whom there is no forgiveness in this world nor in the world to 
come: 
36. “These are they who shall go away into the lake of fire ona innen mind the 
devil and his angels. 
37. And the only ones on whom the second death shall have any power. 


38. Yea, verily, the only ones who shall not be redeemed in the te eof the La 
after the sufferings of his wrath; 


39. For all the rest shall be brought forth by the resurrection of the dead, through the 
triumph and the glory of the Lamb who was slain, who was in the bosom of the Father 
before the worlds were made.” 

The words which we have placed in italics have given rise to conjestares - 
in regard to the effects of the atonement upen thuse whose fate is thus por- 
trayed, and we learn that some have formed the opinion therefrom that the 
sons of perdition will not be resurrected from the dead. It is always nasafe 
to predicate any peculiar view of doctrinal matter on a single expression or 
passage of Scripture. Indeed, without some guide besides the written word, 
even the best-intentioned are apt to go astray. In studying either ancient 
or modern revelations, Scripture should be compared with Scripture, and the 
aid of the Spirit of Truth is essential to a clear and correct comprehension. 
Then there is a standard to which all may appeal with safety 8 
should arise, and that is the living oracles.” 

On this question the word of the Lord as given in the e ont 
specific. The doctrine of the completeness of the resurrection from. the dead 
is clearly stated in a few words by Paul to the Corinthians (1 Cor. x, 22): 
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“ For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive.” One is 
as extensive as the other. The effects of the atonement in this direction are 
as broad as those of the fall. Jesus himself exclaimed, when speaking of 
His power over death: 

Marvel not at this, for the hour is coming in the which all that are in the graves 
shall hear His voice and shall come forth; they that have done good unto the resurrection 
ef life, and they that have done evil unto the resurrection of damnation” — 

rt of this is differently rendered in the Vision, being: “ 
4 good in the resurrection of the just, aud they who have 
evil in the resurrection of the unjust; but the principle of the — 
of the resurrection is the same in both. 

The general teaching of the Church is that all the dead, small and great, 
od and bad, just and unjust, old and young, will at some time be brought 
“forth through the’ perfect atonement wrought out by Jesus Christ, and in 
their bodies will stand before God and be judged for the deeds done in 
mortality. The grave will have no victory, because all its captive bodies 
will de resurfected, and even hell will deliver up its captive spirits, who will 
be joined to their respective bodies. Some will inherit the celestial or highest 
glory, likened to the sun; others the terrestrial glory, likened to the moon as 
compared with the sun; others again the telestial glory, likened to the stars 
in their several degrees and diversities; and those who are unworthy of a 

_kingdom of glory of any degree will remain “ filthy still,” and with the devil 
“and his angels suffer the second death. These are the sons of perdition who 
committed unpardonable sin, and, therefore, cannot be fully redeemed. That 
this is in accordance with divine revelation may be seen from the following: 
But, behold, verily I say unto you, before the earth shall pass away, Michael, mine 
archangel, shall sound his trump, and then shall all the dead awake, for their graves 
shall be opened aud they shall come forth; even all” (Doc. & Cov. sec. xxix, v. 26). 


In section Ixxxviii, after e glory of the resurrected, which is 
to be the glory by which their bodies shall be quickened, celestial, terrestrial 
or telestial, it is declared: 

Aud they who remain shall also be quickened; nevertheless they shall return again 

to their own place, to enjoy that which they are willing to receive, because they were 
not willing to enjoy that which they might have received” (v. 32), 

This is according to eternal justice. Those who abide a celestial law re- 

. abi a celestial glory. Those who do not abide the celestial law, but receive 

and live by a lesser law, receive a lesser glory in degree according to the law 

© which they live, and those who wilfully reject the greater light and law, and 

» wilfully turn away therefrom, seeking to become a law unto themselves and 

, sitegether. abiding in sin, cannot be sanctified by justice, mercy or judgment, 

and therefore remain until the last great day after all the rest are brought 

forth, and then remain filthy still.“ (See v. 35 and 102.) | 

The Book of Mormon teaches the universality of the resurrection also, in 

the most direct’ and positive manner. Nephi, speaking of ‘the atonement, 

by Ghat all men, that all might 

ee at the great and judgment day” (2 Nephi ix, 22). 

Other inspired writers in the same book agree as follows:

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nme ceme forth from the dead” (Alma 


4). 

. Behold, it is requisite 1 | just according to the power and resurrection of Christ, 
that the soul of man should be restored to its body, and that every part of the ‘body 
should be restored to itself” (xli, 2.) 


„For behold he must surely die, that salvation may come; yea, it behooveth him, and 
becometh expedient that he dieth, to bring to pass the resurrection of the dead, that 
thereby men may be brought into the presence of the Lord. Yea, behold this death 
bringeth to pass the resurrection, and redeemeth all mankind from the first death” (Hele- 
man 14, 15, 16). | 

That the New Testament teaches the same doctrine of the resurrection of 
all the dead, may be seen from the texts we have already quoted, and from 

Revelations xx, 4-14; and 1 Cor. xv, 35-54. 

The resurrection from the dead is Christ’s work of redeeming mankind 
from the fall. As the sin of one brought death that passed upon all, so the 
_righteousaess of one brings life to every son and daughter of Adam. Then 
in the body they must all appear for judgment, and receive that for. which 
they have been prepared by their own acts. And a place will. be found in 
some of the many mansions of the Father for all who, either in the flesh or in 
the spirit world, have accepted the salvation wrought out for them by the 

mer, and — to their opportunities have thereafter identified 
themselves with Him and received of His Spirit. But their glory will differ 
as their merits are various, and none will enter into the immediate soeiety of 
God and the Lamb in the celestial kingdom, but those who obey the Gospel 
in its fullness, and are worthy of that “eternal and exceeding weight of 
The lost, then, are they who turn away from the light understandingly. 
Who, having been made acquainted with the path which leads unto exalta- 
tion, refuse to walk in it. Who, having received of the spirit of promise, and 
made sacred covenants to obey the Lord, sin against that spirit and rebel in 
their hearts and acts. Who commit murder, wherein they shed innocent 
blood, after entering into the new and everlasting covenant. Who consent 
unto the death of Christ. Who blaspheme against the Holy Ghost. Who 
commit the sin unto death. Who become angels unto the devil by forsaking 
the way of life, and despising law, holiness and truth, become unredeemable, 
and therefore castaways. 
| But they must be brought up, like all the race, into the presence of God. 
And this is brought about through the perfect work of Jesus Christ, who is 
“the resurrection and the life.“ Therefore they must, like the redeemed, be 
raised from the dead, that they may receive’ judgment and hear the dreadful 
sentence, “ Depart ye cursed.” They go away into everlasting punishment, 
and the width, the height, the depth, the misery and the Place, thereof, no 
man knows. 

With such plain and pointed declarations as those which we have quoted, 
and others that might be named, it seems to us there is no room for contro- 
very upon this question. And our time can be fully engaged in following 
after righteousness, that we may prepare ourselves for the society of the 
highest order of exalted beings, rather than discussing which are not 
of such vital import: The celestial glory is open to all who, having been 
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 enlightsned from on high, choose to walk continually in the straight and 


narrow path, overcoming the world, the flesh and the devil, living by every 


word that proceedeth from the mouth of God, and enduring faithfully unto 


the end. Deseret News. 


CONFERENCE AT GLASGOW.

A CONFERENCE OF THE SCOTTISH MJSSION WAS HELD IN THE UPPER HALL, 
8, WATSON STREET, (OFF GALLOWGATE) GLASGOW, ON SUNDAY, 
THE 15TH JULY, 1883. 


Present on the platform Elder Geo. C. Lambert, of the Liverpool Office ; 
Presidents Jos. A. West, of the London Conference ; Jas. Meikle, of the 
Birmingham Conference ; and Jos. W. McMurrin, of the Glasgow Conference; 
also John Penman, D. W. Tullis, John Crawford, Robert Hunter, Jas. G. 
Crane, Wm. S. Geddes, Samuel McKay, Geo. Condie, and Thos. n 
Traveling Elders in the Glasgow Conference. i 

At 11 a.m. after singing, prayer by Elder John Crawford and singing: again, 
President McMurrin explained to the strangers present the position of the 
Elders in coming in from their various fields of labor to report the progress 
they had made in their efforts to preach the Gospel, and to teach the Saints 
their duty. He commended the brethren for their diligence, knew that they 


had done their duty, and that many blessings had been received by the Su ints 


through their administrations. He then called upon the Elders to report 
their districts briefly. The Elders, in turn, reported the condition of their 
fields of labor, and the reports were generally favorable, there being the usual 
exceptions of persons lukewarm and indifferent. Some of the reports were 


very interesting when they came to deal with the opposition and persecution 


to which the Elders were subjected generally, but especially by the clergy, 
in their several localities, and by those who were swayed by superstition, or 
by some evil rumors they had heard, received, and acted upon without inves- 
tigation. Some could scarcely realize that a Mormon Elder was a human 
being who held himself accountable to the Great Creator of the Universe, 
and even when they did realize this very simple fact, they were still inclined 


to think that the particular Elder then faddressing them was a purposely- 


selected, and specially grand example of Mormondom,” and therefore 
they would exclaim, “ How could yon! (Mr. ien connect ; yourself 
with such a deluded people.“ 

President MeMurrin expressed his pleasure ut bearing the reposts, 
and said that so far as he knew they were correct. There was no desire 
to varnish over the affairs of the Conference. He was prond of the brethren 


and sisters in this locality, as they had manifested by their labors a sincere: 


desire to assist in spreading abroad the glorivus principles of truth as re- 


vealed in this dispensation. 


The Financial report for the half-year ending June 30, 1883, was read | y the 


clerk, and unanimously adopted by the Saints present. The Statistical report 
embracing the same period was also read, showing 56 Elders, 25: Pries’s, 26

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Peachers, t3 Deacons, and 438 members. Total of officers and members 558. 
Baptized 66. Emigrated 54. 

Resolutions sustaining the general and local authorities were then submitted 
in the usual way, and were unanimously carried. | 

The financial report of the Relief Society was also read and adopted. 
After singing, the Conference adjourned till 2 p,m., with prayer by President 
Jas. Meikle. 

At 2 p. m., after the usual opening exercises with prayer by Elder Geo. 
Condie, the Sacrament was administered. 

President James Meikle said this had been a day of rejoicing to him. He. 
spoke of all mankind being the children of God, whether in the Covenant or 
not. The Gospel was given as a means by which we might stand justified 
and receive the welcome plaudit, “ Well done good and faithful servant, enter 
into the joy of thy Lord.“ He referred to the principle of Faith, and showed 
how a living and true faith would cause men to love the Lord and keep His 
commandments, All men who had this true faith would do the will of the 
Father and know of the doctrine whether it was of God or of man, but they 
must expect and would receive persecution. Christ received persecution and 
was reviled, and promised the same to all who would love and obey Him. He 
referred to the necessity and mode of baptism, and quoted John iii 5, and 
Romans, iii. 4. He then spoke of the Gospel being accessible to all, and of the 
Word of God being so plain that it was not necessary to be educated to com- 
prehend it, but that it could only be understood by the Spirit of God, 
which in turn could only be received by doing the will of the Father. 

President Jos, A. West occupied the remainder of the time with a plain and 
forcible discourse, in which he spoke of the first principles of the Gospel; 
the commission of the Apostles in the meridian of time; the need of new 
revelation ; the free agency of man; the punishment of those who usurped 
the authority of the Priesthood ; and of the vanity of crying Lord, Lord, 
and refusing to obey His commandments. He concluded by bearing testi- 
mony to the divinity of the mission of the Prophet Joseph Smith, that the 
Gospel was restored with all its powers, privileges and blessings, and with the 
signs following the believers. After singing, prayer was offered by Elder John 
Penman, 

At 7 p. m., the meeting opened with singing, prayer by Elder Thos, Wilson, 
and singing again, | 

President McMurrin occupied a short time ie upon the restoration: 
of the Gospel in the last days. He bore testimony to the divinity of the 
calling of the Prophet Joseph Smith ; and said the disbelief and opposition 
of all men could never invalidate that calling, but, on the contrary, would 
only speed the accomplishment of the purposes of Jehovah, and all men would 
yet know, when before the bar of God, that Joseph Smith was His prophet. 

Elder G. C. Lambert occupied the remainder of the evening. He spoke of 
the Gospel being of the greatest importance to mankind, it being the power 
of God unto salvation. He explained the baptism of Christ as being a com- 
pliance with an immutable law to fulfill all righteousness ; showed the essen- 
tiality of the laws of the Gospel to-day as in any age of the world ; referred 
to the discofdant condition of mankind generally; the progress of the Saints,

and their prospective perfection, which he illustrated by the gathering of 
people, from different nations, to Zion, where by the power of God they all 
comprehended alike. He spoke at length upon the ministering of angels in 
these days, and compared the present time with the time of Christ and His 
Apostles, showing the fulfillment of the prophecy of our Savior: “If they 
persecute me they will persécute you.” He brought his remarks (which were 
listened to with much attention) to a close by bearing testimony of his knowl- 
edge of the divinity of the mission of the Prophet Joseph. 

President McMurrin in a few closing remarks stated his satisfaction with 
the day’s proceedings. He exhorted the Saints to renewed diligence, and 
trusted that all would profit by the instruction received. — 

Benediction by Elder D. W. Tullis. 

An open-air meeting was held at the corner of Watson Street, at 6 p.m, 
which was addressed by Elder John Crawford and President Jos. A. West. 
A number of strangers (being invited) followed us to the hall, and listened 
to the discourses there delivered. : 

The Sisters’ Relief Society provided refreshments in the ante-room, for the 
country Saints, who evidently appreciated the measures adopted for their 
comfort.

TRAVELS AND OBSERVATIONS OF PRESIDENT SMITH. 
: Copenhagen, Denmark, July 28, 1883. 
Elder George C. Lambert, | : 
Liverpool, England. 
DEA Brorngr,—I just dropped you a few lines from Malmo, iu whiels 

I told you I was not well: I have since regained: my usual good health, and 
my spirits never were better. The journey from Malmo to Stockholm—about 
500 miles—was by rail, and although a night ride, I enjoyed it very much, it 
being quite light all night, and the seats in the cars were long enough so one 
could laydown. The country for some 20 miles from Malmo is a very good 
farming section, but after that it is rocky and covered with small timber. 
Occasionally there are eee 

for an existence. Sweden is a lend of rocks, trees and lakes. 
VU pon our arrival in Stockholm we were met by Brother C. A. Ek, and 8 
to the Conference House, and after breakfast the day was spent in visiting 
museums and places of interest in the city. Stockholm is built upon isla ds, 
and the principal part of the travel is in small steamboats, although the is- 
lands are conneoted by bridges, and street cars run in all directions. Saturday 
was also spent in visiting a palace some seven miles from the city, we going 
out in a boat. The Crown Prince of Sweden lives there. Money has made it 
a paradise, nature having done her part first with bill, lake and dale. I saw 
the crown prince, who is said to be 6 feet 6 inches in height, and of very com- 
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manding presence. The palace contained many items of interest, such as 
paintings and statuary—the furniture of different periods, tapestries, 
collections of chinaware, and many other things too numerous to mention 
here. The grounds 5 a nice park, a fine resort for pleasure- seekers. 

On Sunday we 2. ipgs, which were well attended both by 
and strangers. otro the Lord was with us, and we enjoyed 
liberty in speaking. The Saints lingered after meeting, seemingly unwilling 
to leave. 

On Monday, at 7-30 a. m., we left Stockholm for Christiania, and at night 
stopped at Charlottenburg, on the line between Sweden and Norway. It is 
a nice clean little village, and the little hotel where we stopped was a model 
of neatness. The room we occupied could not be made more sweet and 
clean. The sheets on the bed were like driven snow. At 5-28 Am., next 
morning, we again moved on, and in a few minutes crossed into Norway. 
The country is some better in appearance than where we have been before ; 
the hills are higher, but do not seem so rocky, and the grain looks much more 
healthy. We soon strike the banks of the river Glommen, the largest m 
Norway. We follow along its banks for some distance, finally cross ity N 
it disappears among the hills. 

At 10-40 a. m., we find ourselves in the beautiful little city of Christiania 
population about 125,000: it stands on the banks of an arm of the North 
Sea, and tlie hills rise quite high all around it. The city is aluost lost among 
the trees, the streets being lined with them. Then the parks and hillsides are 
covered with all kinds of trees. Woolen and cotton goods are made, and 
large quantities of beer is also manufactured here. The language of the 
people is similar to that of the Danes, and there seems to be but little sym- 
pathy between the people of Norway and Sweden—the result of mean.) 
feuds. & 

We visited the palace and the poslioment building. The people have their 
own law-making department, although under the King of Sweden. The 
palace is a grand kind of place, and I enjoyed my stroll through it very much. 
It gave me some better ideas as to how ruyalty lives than I bad before. * 
King resides here opcasionally, and the people are made happy. 

The Saints own a nice hull here, and on Tuesday night we held a Priesthood 
meeting and gave such instructions as the:spirit suggested: Ona Wednesday 
and Thursday, at night, we held meetings; about 250 persons attended both 
of our servicés, and gave strict attention to all that was said. The power of 
God was in the room, and joy and gladness prevailed... I left Norway with 
regret. On Friday, at 10 a. m. on the steamer (Dronning Lovisa) (t Queen 
Louisa) and arrived here at 9-30am. All are well here, and glad ta see. us 
back. On Monday we will leave here for Berlin, ee en 
in that city. Good peace to you all.

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DESTRUCTION BY AN EARTHQUAKE. | 
OnE of the most shocking calamities that has ocourred for many years 8 
reported from Southern Italy. On the night of Saturday, the 28th ult, 
a terrible shock of earthquake, or, as some claim, a subsidence of the 
ground was felt on the island of Ischia, situated in the Mediterranean a few 
miles away from the coast of Italy. It resulted in the total destruction of 
the town of Casamiceiola, and great ruin in several of the surrounding vil- 
lages. It is uncertain yet how many human beings perished in the disaster, 
and the exact number will probably never be known, but it is estimated that 
there were between 4,000 and 5,000 killed outright, and a very large number 
more or less injured. In Cuasamicciola only five houses are said to remain 
standing where before there was a largeand flourishing town much frequented 
as a summer resort by tliousands of pleasure seekers from different parts of 
Italy and other countries. At the time of the shock it is estimated that there 
were at least 1,800 visitors there, some among them being from England. In 
the matter of attendant horrors this disaster is said to rival the terrible 
earthquake that occurred at Chios two years ago. In many places yawning 
chasms opened in the earth, and in others hot springs burst forth. The shock 
was felt for a very great distance away, and the survivors describe the noise 
‘that accompanied it as resembling a prolonged cannonade. The consterna- 
tion which followed among those who were not buried beneath the heaps of 
‘ruins and the agonizing shrieks and piteous cries for help which issued forth 
from the wounded and dying amidst the chaos of fallen houses can better be 
imagined than described. Many saved themselves by escaping to the sea, 
and every kind of craft was pressed into service. The news was soon carried 
‘to the mainland, and such help as could be afforded was soon at hand. The 
sight of the ruined city with its thousands of buried and mutilated victims 
was truly appalling, and the work of rescuing the wounded and imprisoned 
‘survivors from the ruins and burying the dead was both sickening and danger- 
ous. Especially was this the case when the bodies of the dead began to 
decom pose, which they soon did in that warm climate. The stench then 
became almost unbearable. Notwithstanding this, however, it is reported 
that men—ghouls they vught rather to be called—were to be seen plundering 
“whe dend and dying of their jewelry and other valuables. ‘The thoughts of 
‘wach fiendish actions ‘and such suffering as must have existed and must still 
exist on that once beautiful and peaceful island ate too sad to dwell upon, 
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but there are lessons to be dra wu from such occurrences as this earthquake 
that we should endeavor to profit by. | : a 
Earthquakes are mentioned by the Savior as among the signs which should 
precede His second coming. This event on the island of Ischia, which is not 
by any means as serious in its consequences as some catastrophes of the kind 
that have occurred in the past, should remind us of the power which the 
Almighty holds in His hand to “ vex the nations.” It should remind us, too, 
of the utter insignificance of man’s power as compared with it, and of his 
inability to cops with such unseen agencies as can destroy a city and its in- 
habitants in a few seconds. The earthquake is only one of the many judg- 
ments with which the Lord has decreed to visit the earth. This is but a 
foretaste of that which is to transpire before the inspired predictions shall all 
be fulfilled, and fulfilled they must be. The Lord has said in a revelation to 
the Prophet Joseph Smith, given in Feb. 1831: “O, ye nations of the earth, 
how often would I have gathered you together as a hen gathereth her 
ckickens under her wings, but ye would not? How oft have I called upon 
you bythe mouth of my servants, and by the ministering of angels, and 
by mine own voice, and by the voice of thunderings, and by the voice of 
lightnings, and by the voice of tempests, and by the voice of earthquakes, 
and great hailstorms, and by the wice of famines and pestilences of every 
kind, and by the great sound of a trump, and by the voice of judgment, and 
by the voice of mercy all the day long, and by the voice of glory, and honor, 
and the riches of eternal life, and would have saved you with an everlasting 
salvation, but ye would not !“ , 
Now, what is to be the result of this disobedience? He tells us, “A 
desolating sickness shall cover the land: but my disciples shall stand in holy 
places, and shall not be moved ; but among the wicked, men shall lift up thejr 
‘voices, and curse God and die. And there shall be earthquakes also in divers 
places, and many desolations ; and yet men will barden their hearts against 
me, and they will take up the sword one against another, and they will kill 
one another.” 
These are judgments pronounced upon those who reject the Gospel, and 
refuse to live in accordance with its precepts. It will be observed that the 
righteous are to be preserved. And it is in accordance with divine justice 
that the others should suffer. All men have their agency. Light has come 
‘into the world, and if men choose darkness rather than light they must abide 
the consequences, The result of their disobedience has been plainly set 
forth. The Gospel of the kingdom, which was promised should be preached | 
‘in all the world for a witness before the end should come, has been restured to 
the earth. It is in possession of the Latter-duy Saints) The Elders of that : 
Church go forth to the nations of the earth making known the principles of 
the Gospel, and warning the people of coming judgments. Those who accept 
their message and gather out from Babylon have the promise that they shall 
stand in holy places and shall not be moved“ while the desolating Bes 


shall pass over the earth. ‘Those who reject it may expect to endure the 
vengeance of the Almighty” Te Saints are engoged’ in building up Zion, 
“where they feel assured that the ear of the Lord will be over them in the day 
ok His judgments. He has declired “ it shall come to pass among the wicked 
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that every man that will not take up his sword against his neighbor must 

needs flee unto Zion for safety. And there shall be gathered unto ‘it out of 
every nation under heaven ; and it shall be the only people that shall not be’ 
at war one with another. And it shall be said among the wicked, Let us not 
go up to battle against Zion, for the inhabitants of Zion are terrible; where · 

fore we cannot stand. And it shall come to pass that the righteous shall be 

gathered out from. among | all nations, and shall come to Zion, singing with 

songs of everlasting joy.” 

Again He bas said, For the day cometh that the Lord shall utter his 
voice out of heaven; the heavens shall shake and the earth shall tremble, and 
the trump of God shall sound both long and loud, and shall say to the 
sleeping nations, Ye saints arise and live; ye sinners stay and sleep until I 
shall call again.” 

The quotations.which we have given will serve to indicate what both the 
righteous and the sinners may expect. 7 i 

While upon the subject of jadgments, we may remark that the Lord has 
been speaking rather forcibly during the past few years by the voice of 
tornadoes and cyclones. Especially has this been the case in some portions 
of the United States. A letter was recently published in the Bear Lake 
Democrat, from Elder M. W. Pratt, who is laboring as a missionary in 
Indiaua, in which he says “a cyclone passed through this State near where 
two of our Elders were laboring ; it tore down a church and scattered con- 
tents promiscuously around. The church Bible was found at some distance 
from the building, lying on a fence post and opened at the 24th chapter of 

Matthew.” [A rather significant chapter! The reader will do well to turn 
to that, and see what the Savior says about the signs of His coming.] Elder 
Pratt adds; It is the first time that I ever heard of a cyclone carrying a 
Bible to preach from, and giving references to chapter and verse to prove its 
calling and authority to tear down false churches, or the devil’s cradles, in 
which he rocks sinners to sleep and leads them quietly down to hell.

ABRIVAL OF IMMIGRANTS IN UTAH—STUDYING THE SPANISH ‘LANGUAGE— 
POLITICS, ETC. 

Elder Abram H. Cannon, writing from Salt Lake City, July oth, say: 

The immigrants who left Liverpool June 20th, arrived in this city yesterday morn- 
ing, and are already beginning to ‘scatter to the four winds.’ Elders Whitney and 
Parkinson arrived on Saturday morning; they look hale and hearty. 

There seems to be a desire on the part of our leaders for some young men to undertake 
the study of the Spanish language: About twenty persons, I being among that number, 
have therefore commenced, and are striving to become proficient im this language. 

The excitement of election has now begun. It is very evident that our opponents 
intend to do their utmost to gain the ascendency in this Territory, and our people intend 


to do all they can to prevent it. ‘The Commissioners are not at all friendly-<disposed ~ 


towards us, and if there is any possible chance of casting out ‘ Mormon’ votes, and placing 
power in the hands of the Liberals,’ they will do it. We do not ask for mercy, and 
scarcely expect justice at the hands of these five rulers. It is, however, the intention of 
the Saints, as expressed by President Taylor, to contend for their rights inch by inch, 
and we will amert our right to vote even in the highest tribunal of the land, if necessary.

We have received a letter from Elder James H. Hart, Church Emigration 
Agent, dated Washington, July 9th, 1883, from which we make the following 
extracts: 


“The Third Company got off in good shape on the day of onto. Brother R. R. 
Anderson and the little party arrived safely on the 4th, and left on the 7th. Since the 
-company left I have been to Connecticut, to visit a gentleman who was led by the 
Edmunds furore to write to President Geo. Q. Cannon, when in Washington, for 
advices concerning our faith. He was placed in correspondence with me, and after 
much reading, several visits from him at the Grand Central, and more or less correspond- 
ence, he is convinced of our divine mission, and is ready for baptism. He says he shall 
certainly be baptized when I return from the West, if he fails in having an opportunity 
before I leave. He isa member of the State Legislature, and is well fixed for comfort 
and competence, having 500 to 600 acres of land where he lives, besides property in New 
Haven. I introduced Brother Farr and family to the gentleman referred to, and they 
spent two days at his residence, to the satisfaction of all parties. 

The Washington Post says: ‘The Mormon Question, with a variety of fresh complica- 
tions, will confront Congress again as soon as the session opens.’ The New York Evening 
Telegram of the 5th says: ‘The Mormon power is growing rapidly in spite of hostile 
legislation,’ and winds up an editorial by saying: ‘The proselytizing and crusading spirit 
of Mormunism is attracting the attention of all thoughtful men. The formidable politi- 
cal character of the evil is beginning to be correctly appreciated by the people of the 
United States. The conflict between the people and authority of the United States 
and Mormonism must come. The sooner that conflict is precipitated and ended the 
better. The Mormon power is growing rapidly in other Territories as well as Utah, and 
national legislation seems to have no perceptible effect upon the vigor of the Mormon 
Church, or the industry and enthusiasm of ita colonizers and emissaries.’ 

It is comforting to know, as the Latter-day Saints know, that when the anticipated 
conflict comes, it will not be our funeral, for He who is mighty to save and terribie in 
arms has said: ‘ Fear not, little flock, for it is my business to provide for my Saints. And 
I will fight your battles, and put all enemies under my feet.’ The Elders will no doubt 
continue to preach the Gospel, and the Saints continue to gather, while Zion continues 
growing, and the heathen continue howling because of this unparalleled revolution,

FAITH. 
The just shall live by faith.” 

These words, from the Old Testament, appear to us more appropriate to 
base some remarks upon than those found in the New Testament upon the 
same subject, because in the latter Faith is generally eonnected with the 
words and works of ‘Christ, whereas these words comprehend the great prin- 
ciple of Faith generally. All. religion is and always must be a matter of 
faith, not of sense or right. In the early dawn of revealed religion, the 
Prophet tells us that the just man shall live by his faith.” Ta the noontide 
blaze of Christianity, the Apostle answers, “ We walk by faith, not by sight.” 


\ 
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This world with its pleasures, its business and indulgences, offers us the 
evidence of sense; there is no question of their reality. Wa ge around us 
at every step care, toil, suffering, and a daily struggle for bread ; in all these 
things, and in all the realities of our temporal existence, we have the positive 
evidence of sense. If, then, in these minor matters, things that are of little 
moment when compared with religion, we have this positive evidence, why 
should the domain of religion be wrapt in a cloud of mystery, through which 
only the eye of faith can penetrate. Religion itself gives the answer. 
Religion is the essence of the condition of our relations to God ; therefore 
the only way by which religion could be made a matter of sense, would be by 
a continual perpetuation of miracles. For if God were to manifest Himself 
to our senses, it must be by the performance of a miracle, and if miracles 
were repeated incessantly, from age to age, they would cease to be such. Thus, 
the only way in which religion could be made a matter of sense, and not of 
faith, is impossible and absurd. It is often said with God, all things are 
possible: He might have given us religion in some way, we know not how, 
to make it incapable of rejection by any. Now, admitting all things tu be 
: possible to our heavenly Father, this is not His method of dealing with man- 
kind in other matters. He permitted our spirits to assume a tabernacle of 
flesh; He made us responsible beings ; He formed man after His own image; 
we are His children, and therefore we are bound to have all faith in His wis- 
dom and truth. If a kind and pious earthly father tells his children any- 
thing, however wonderful it may seem to them, they believe it implicitly, 
because they have faith in his love and wisdom. How much more, then, 
should we trust our heavenly Father, and believe that whatever He does, or 
asks us to do, is right! Need we remind you how the superiority of faith 
over sense has been illustrated in the history of the Church of Christ itself 7 
We give you one, perhaps the most memorable triumph of all. Having 
passed through many vicissitudes of suffering and success, the Church, as 
established by Christ, had been wasted away, and that church which succeeded 
it, and whose members claimed to be the true followers of Christ, had nearly 
lost sight of the high mission and exalted principles that characterized the 
Church of Christ. The church of Rome aimed at temporal and visible, 
rather than spiritual and invisible triumphs. Her ceremonials appealed to 
the senses, not to the higher faculties of man’s nature. Sense occupied every 
throne from which Faith had been expelled. The popery of Hildebrand 
superseded the Christianity of Paul. Then from the forests of Germany, 
from the valleys of Spain; and the plains of Italy, went up to heaven the cry 
of thousands of spiritual bondmen ; the shackles of a sensuous religion had 
become intolerable. Was there none to strike off the yoke, and bid a liberated 
Christianity go free. It must, and would be, a most unequal contest. The 
Pope had all the Catholic powers of Europe to support him, with the influ- 
ence of a gorgeous ritual, to which Raphael and Michael Angulo had given 
their genius and the lustre of art ; but against all this, and amid the thunders 
of the Vatican, the solitary Monk of Wittemberg waged the unequal and 
- fierce contest alone, and at last came forth victorious from the fight. His 
only allies had been faith in God and Truth. In the present duy, Christianity 
so-called, has become more than ever a matter of sensuous display, when 
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cathedrals and churches aro built, gorgeously decorated within and without, 
where ministers cannot perform their rites and cerémonies without clothing 
themselves in drapery most costly, and glowing with the brightest colors. 
And these splendid fanes are not dedicated to God, though ostensibly built 
for His worship. No, they are dedicated to men, great and good men, un- 
doubtedly, out men still. No temple could be too beautiful for God's service, 
to be dedicated to Him, but we look in vain for one such pile. 
Need we feel surprise, then, that the humble missionaries of the Chureh of 
Jesus Christ who go forth through the length and breadth of the land, and 
- proclaim the great truths of revealed religion, and of the Gospel restored to 
earth in this the twilight of the latter days, that they are believed and credited 
by out few? Theirs is a still more unequal contest, they have not only popery — 
to grapple with, but every conceivable form of bigotry and intolerance. 
‘ Mankind is not prepared to receive the truth any more now, than in the 
days of Noah, and yet the tidings they bring are just as sure to be fulfilled. 
N Noah had faith, and by it saved himself and family. Those who heard 
him had not, and so they perished. How earnestly, then, should we pray for 
faith; how studiously should we cultivate it, so that we may believe and obey. 
If we will believe nothing which is not a matter of sense, the thousand 
enigmas of life must remain unsolved ; and atheism, like a dark cloud, 
envelop the world. But Faith lifts the veil from our eyes ; the generations 
that have come and gone are brought before us; by faith we know that they 
have lived and died ; by faith we know that they shall live again. Faith 
throws a gentle radiance oer us, caught from the face of the Redeemer him- 
self; each wave of life has for us an eternal flow, each leaf a new life beyond 
the vinter, and the track of life's bardus is but the shadow cast by the down 
of an everlasting day : 
Tin By faith we see the glory 
To which thou shalt restore us; 
The world despise, for that high prize 
Which Thou hast set before us.” :

Two boys — one a son of John Hanson, the 3 a son of John Gull, both 
residents of Benjamin, Utah County, have recently died from sunstroke, a 
most unusual occurrence in Utah. 

The residents of Park Valley, Box Elder County, have been terribly afflicted 
with malignant diphtheria No less than ten children have died there from 
that dread disease since the latter part of May. 


It is said that the new railroad passenger depot house which is being built by 
the D. & R G. Railroad Company in Salt Lake City, is to be the finest and 
most commodious structure of the kind in the West. 

James Sheffield, of Brigham City, had his hand blown to pieces by the un- 
expected discharge of a cannon with which he and others were firing salutes 
in celebrating the anniversary of the nation’s birth, July 4th. 

An explosion occurred at the powder works in Ogden Canyon, on the even- 
ing of the 6th ult., instantly killing a workman named Geo, W. Porter, injuring 

two others named Lawson and Davis, and destroying Property worth from 
$6,000 to $8,000. 

Lemuel S. Leavitt, of Bunkerville, on the — River, met athe an acci- 
dent on the 27th of June, from which he died the next day. He was riding a 
colt which ran against a tree, knocking him off, eutting adesp gach in his head 

and breaking his spinal column. 
One death occurred during the journey among the emigrants who left here 
June 20th, that of a child about seven months old, at Council Bluffs. Another 
of the emigrants, a man named A. Rasmussen, seventy-six years of age, who 
was in poor health before he left Sweden, also died soon after he arrived in 
Salt Lake City. 


John Hamilton, of Mill Creek Ward, has obtained a fine flowing well on 
his premises by boring down a depth of seventy feet. Wells of a similar kind, 
throwing upa large volume of water have been obtained by some of the Saints 
living in Arizona, by boring only thirty-five feet. The important problem of 

à water supply for some portion at least of that arid region has thus been 
solved. 

“The Glorious Fourth“ was very generally celebrated throughout Utah. 
There is no more loyal community in the Union, nor one prizing the great 
boon of liberty more highly, than the Latter-day Saints. Thecitizens of Salt 

Lake City united with the military of Fort Douglas in celebrating the day at 
the latter place. About 3,000 people assembled there, and the exercises were 
marked by considerable enthusiasm. About 10,000 to 12,000 people assem- 

bled at Washington Square during the day, to witness the sports of various 
kinds that were in order there, such as base ball games, bicycle and foot races; 
etc. One of the most interesting features of the occasion was the balloon 

_ ascenaion by Prof. Van Tassel... The balloon reached an altitude of 15,000 feet 

above sea level, and sailed off eastward, finally alighting in good style in Red 

Butte Canyon.
